John M‘Evoy, shortly before his death, had 
a deposit receipt in the bank in his own 
name altered into one in the joint names of 
himself and the plaintiff. After the father's 
death the money was transferred to trustees 
and advanced by the bank for the continu: 
ance of the spirit business left by John 
M‘Evoy and for the payment of debts 
overdrafts. ad 

The plaintiff said that. this was done when 
he was in ignorance of his rights, and claimed 
that the bank should repay the money which 
had been spent. i 

The Lord Chief Justice, in the course of his 
judgment, said that, in his opinion, the 
transaction in the case, so far as the deposit 
receipt was concerned, was an attempt to 


‘defraud the revenue, and when the Court in- 


uired into that afterwards more than suffi- 
cient evidence was forthcoming to reout- any 
presumption of the advancement from father 


“to son. 


It. was clear, in his view, that the plaintiff 
took no beneficial interest in the money b 
way of advancement outside his father's 
estate. 


“ EXTRAORDINARY 
CONDUCT.” 


The bank behaved in a most extraordinary 
way in the matter, They assumed the right 
at ‘their own will to wipe out the plaintiff's 
interest in the money, and by a stro of the 
pen they reversed the decision in Gascoigne 
v. Gascoigne by replacing in the testator s 
estate moneys which no court of equity would 
assist him to recover. But it was a terrible 
risk for the bank to take, and, in his jadg- 
ment, wholly unjustifiable; and had it not 
been for the defence of acquiescence in the 
subsequent dealings in which the plaintiff 
was persoually involved. he would grant the 
plaintiff the relief he sought with costs. . 

But he was also satisfied that the plaintiff 
was fully alive to his legal position, including 
his rights under his father’s will, and in the 
case of every reduction of the moneys held 
by the bank for the trustees he gave a = 
assent, just as he did to the application o 
such moneys in defraying the debts of the 
business in which he was so vitally interested. 
He, therefore, thought the appeal failed, and 
should be dismissed. 

Lord Justice Andrews said that he, too, 
was satisfied that the sole object which the 
plaintiff’s father had in placing a sum of 
£10,000 on deposit receipt with the defendants 
in the joint names of himself and the plaintiff 
was the avoidance of thé estate duty. In his 
opinion, it would be grossly uitable to 
order the bank to pay to the mga the 
moneys from which both ha and his business 
received benefit, The plaintiff had completely 
failed to satisfy him that the conduct of the 
parties, and in particuiar his own conduct,

Great’ Britain and Denmark was signed 
in London yesterday, Details have not 
[get been published, but a White Paper 
will be issued in due course, and a bill 
will be introduced to-morrow in the 
| Danish Parliament to ratify the agree- 
ment. Denmark has been trying for many 
years to improve her commercial position 
in the British market, but until last 
July her claims always were forced into 
the background by the prior claims of the 
Irish Free State, to whom all the 
privileges of imperial ‘preference were 
granied without question. Since the’ 
| repudiation of the land annuity debt, 
however, and the exclusion of the Free 
State from the scope of the Ottawa agree- 
ments, the Danes have been placed on 
more than equal terms with the producers 
of the twenty-six counties, During the 
five years from 1927 to 1931, inclusive. 
Denmark sold to Great Britain goods to 
the total value of £260,000,000 in round 
figures. During the same period her. 
purchases from British sources amounted 
only to £48,000,000. The ratio of Den- 
mark’s sales to her purchases, therefore, 
was more than 5:1, whereas the corre- 
sponding ratio in the case of her trade 
with Germany was about 5:10. Bháis, 
buys from Denmark every year some- 
thing like £28,000,000 worth of bacon, 
£17,000,000 worth of butter and £4,000,000 
worth of eggs. Denmark buys £1,500,000 
worth of British coal, £800,000 worth of 
| British cotton and £600,000 worth of 
British woollens, 

We suppose that the new agreement. will 
do something to redress the balance. To 
all intents and purposes, the Irish Free 
State, of her own free will and accord, has 
withdrawn from the British economic 
system, and the share of the British 
iarket which she held for so may years 
is going a-begging. The Danes can supply 
in ample quantities those very goods which 
the Free State produces. Naturally rally, the 
British are anxious to ‘increase their 
exports to Denmark, especially in view 
of the losses which they have sustained as 
a result of the Free State’s economic war. 
Under the new agreement, Denmark 
probably will undertake to buy at least 75 
per cent. of her coal supplies in future 
from Great Britain, as well as mm 
increased amount of iron and steel manu-

The Nazi Way. 


Herr Hitler is not content to dragoon 
merely the Jews.. He proposes to keep the 
key of every creed in Germany and to 
exalt the interests of the State above them 
all, Lutheranism, although the dominant 
faith of the Reich, does not constitute a 
national Church in the British sense. 
Before the Great War every German State 
had its own independent Protestant 
Church, and every one of these Churches, 
even in the smallest State, had its separate 
organisation and its particular esprit de 
corps. A German Evangelical Church 
Union was established eleven years ago ; 
but the principle of local independence was 
maintained, and Herr Hitler, speaking 
recently in the Reichstag, promised that 
he would respect this right—and, indeed, 
all the rights of all the Churches. It 
seems now, however, that the Nazi spirit 
eannot reconcile Church federalism with 
the centralisation of power at Berlin. The | 
“ German Christians ' (an outcrop of the 
Nazi movement) demand “ bishops, not 


synods ' — bishops “who, presumably, 


will ri sh ‘their orders from. ‘ poli- 
tical headquarters. Already; in the 
State of Mecklenburg-Schwerin, the 
Nazi Premier has appointed a Nazi 
“commissioner for the Evangelical 
Lutheran Church,’ who has dissolved all 
administrative bodies of the Church in 
that State, and proposes to take over their 
functions.

As á result many, if t all, of the Dublin 
hospitals find that the sms already received 
from the Sweeps are scarcely sufficient to 
capitalise the yearly loss ‘hey have sustained 
from. redueed: subscriptions, reduced payments 
from patients, and loss or reduction of public 
grants. The public can, therefore, easily 
understand that in such circumstances the 
boards of governors of the hospitals are not 
prepared to launch expensive programmes of 
enlargement or re-equipment, but are content 
rather to invest what remains of what they 
have received after vaying their bank over- 
draft in order to enable the hospitals to con-

There is much speculation to-day in 
financial circles whether the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer will make a statement to- 
morrow on the ition of sterling; for 
both the United States and France are. 
urging the stabilisation of currencies. Th. 
selection of a definite rate for Wabilisation 


would have its effect on every business 
income Sg the country, and, therefore, 
ought be made until there has been 


a clearance in the international outiook 
generally. “The point, however, is that 
the Cabinet has uhdertaken to keep the 

House of Commons informed of any course 
in this connection which it may be 
deemed desirable to bring into operation. 
It is recalled that on previous occasions 
the Budget speech has contained im. 
portant information on Britain’s policy in 
regard to the sterling exchange, and the 
City hopes that the Chancellor will en 
lighten the public to-morrow, as far as 
is possible, concerning the pound. The 
general opinion is that until the question 
of War debts is out of the way the future 
of sterling and of stabilisation cannot be 
forecast. 


Pound and Dollar. 


Tt is reported to-day that proposals to 
give the pound and the dollar a new in 
national value have been under abasic: 
by President Roosevelt and Mr.. nian, 
Macdonald, and that a tentative agre: 
ment may have to be reached to-day. The 
statement, however, must be received with 
the greatest reserve ; for the conversations 
have been limited to the President and 
Mr. Macdonald, and the international 
value of the pound and the dollar are 
matters of the first importance to oth. 
countries. The difference in the suggested 
United States basis of 4 dollars to tho 
pound and the British proposal of 3, 
dollars is regarded here as much too widc. 
The ratio between the pound and th. 
dollar is a vital matter to British in- 
dustry, because on it depends Britain 's 
ability to hold a position in the market 
of the world. If the pound. should be 
stabilised at too high a rate, Britain would 
be unable to compete with success, and 
sterling would depreciate again. 


The Beer Tax. 


Even though Mr. Neville Chamberlain 
must have made his decision, some days 
ago concerning the scale at which beer wi! 
be taxed in his Budget to-morrow, he was 
receiving telegrams and other communica- 
tions to-day, expressing a hope that the 
tax might ‘be reduced materially. They 
came not only from the trade mainly con- 
cerned, but also from other sources, in- 
cluding agricultural societies, clubs and 
the ‘building trade. . The latter urges that 
heavy taxation is preventing the owners of 
leensed premises from carrying out re- 
construction programmes, and ‘that a re- 
mission of part of the beer duty oo 
enable more work to be provided for 
building industry. 


Nitrates. 


A conference of all. the important 
nitrate producing companies will be held 
In New York next month, with represen- 
tatives of British, Gerthan and United 
States interests, and ‘it is hoped that 
a comprehensive agreement will be 
arranged, covering markets, prices and 
other points. There are questions of 
finance, which must be settlel. between 
the Chilean Government and the bank- 
ing interests of Great Britain and the 
United States; FÉ these are arranged 
satisfactorily, the Chilean producers will 
turn attention to. the production of an 
‘@fiective working agreement with the 
manufacturers of synthetic nitrate, In 
the City of London it is thought that the 
discussions may prove more fruitful 
than similar conferences held in recent 
years betwcon the various producing in- 
ferests have been. The demand 
nitrate in both its natural and synthetic 
forms is now probably at its lowest level. 
So that any revival in agricultural 
activity ought to provide a basis for 
more satisfactory selling prices.
